This acknowledges receipt of your 12/07/2018, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request. We 
received your request on 12/14/2018, and assigned it case number DODOIG-2019-000188. 

Please be advised that the records you seek likely requires search of another location or field facility, 
consultation with one or more agencies or components outside the Department of Defense, Office of 
Inspector General, and/or the need to search, collect, and examine voluminous records. As such, we 
need to extend the time limit to respond to your request beyond the ten additional days provided by the 
statute. See 5 U.S.C. 552 §(a)(6)(B)(i)-(iii). The time needed to complete our processing of your request 
will necessarily depend on the complexity of our records search, the time required by an outside agency 
or component to conduct an adequate review of the records, and/or the volume and complexity of any 
records located. In an effort to speed up our process, you may wish to narrow the scope of your request 
to limit the number of potentially responsive records. You can also agree to an alternative time frame for 
processing, should records be located. You are welcome to contact us to discuss either of these options 
at any time during the processing of your request. 

We regret the necessity of this delay, but we assure you we will process your request as soon as 
possible.
